Political Prospects. 


We have, in another article, alluded in

camp meeting held in Washington county, 
Maryland, August, 1818rRev. Jacob Gruber, 
a Methodist minister, preaching a remarka- 
ble sermon exposing the- evils of slavery. 
For this he was tried on the charge of in- 
citing insurrection and acquitted. 
Mr. 


Taney, now Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, was attorney for Mr. 
Gruber, and in the course of his speech 
said : 
" There is no law that forbids us to apeak 


of slavery as we think of it. Any man has 
a right to publish his opinion on that, sub- 
ject whenever he pleases. 
It is a subject 


of national concern, and may at all times 
be freely discussed. Mr, Gruber did quote 
the language of our great act of national 
independence, and insisted on the princi- 
ples contained io that venerated instrument. 
He did rebuke those masters who, in the 
exercise of power, are deaf to the calls of 
humanity ; and he warned them of the evils 
they might bring upon themselves. 
He 


did speak with abhorrence of those reptiles 
who live by trading in human flesh, and en- 
rich themselves by tearing the husband from 
the wife, the infant from the bosom of the 
mother ; and this, I am instructed, was the 
head and front of his offending,

content myself with saying that he had a 
right to this 1 there is no law to punish him? 
So far is he from being the object of pun- 
ishment in any form of proceeding, that we

EMERSON ETIIKRIDGE IK COLLUSION WITH 


THE BLACK REPUBLICANS. — The Pittsburgh 
Gazette, of tho Cth of August, says a Terrc 
Haute correspondent of the Newark Ad- 
vertiser, gives the following important in- 
formation respecting the contest in Indiana : 
" In regard to the Bell and Everett move-

moments it may be gone, and however great 
the pain, do not relax tbo use of that litnb, 
as no muscular action can increase ciamp, 
but the reverse. 
If the stomach is attacked, 


which will probably prevent the use of the 
legs, bear with the pain, and float on the 
back making use. of tho hands until you get 
within reach of assistance.

TANET ON SLAVERY IN 1818.—At a 


camp meeting held in Washington county, 
Maryland, August, 1818, Her. Jacob Gruber, 
a Methodist minister, preaching a remarka- 
ble sermon exposing the evils of slavery. 
For this he was triea on the charge of in- 
citing insurrection and acquitted, 
Mr. 


Taney, now Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, was attorney for Mr. 
Gruber, and in the coursu of hia speech 
said : 
" There ia no law that forbids us to speak 


of slavery as we think of it. 
Any man has 


a right to publish his opinion on that sub- 
ject whenever he pleases. It is a subject 
of national concern, and may at all times 
be freely discussed. Mr. Gruber did quote 
the language of our great act of national 
independence, and insisted on tbe princi- 
S 


'ea contained in that venerated instrument, 
e did rebuke those masters who, in the 


exeruiae of power, are deaf to the calls of 
humanity; and he warned them of tbe evils 
they might bring upon themselves. He 
did apeak with abhorrence of those reptiles 
who live by trading in human flesh, and en- 
rich themselves by tearing the husband from 
the wife, the infant from the bosom of the 
mother; and this, I am instructed, was the 
head and front of hia offending. 
Shall I 


content tcyself with saying that he had a 
rij'ht to this ? there is no law to punish him? 
So far is hu from being tho object of pun- 
ishment in any form of proceeding, that we 
are prepared to maintain tho game princi- 
ples, and to use, if necessary, the same lan- 
guage hero in the temple of justice, and in 
presence of those who are the ministers of 
the law. A hard necessity, indeed, compels 
us to endure the evil of slavery for a time. 
It was imposed upon us by another nation, 
while we were yet in a state of colonial 
vasaalage. It cannot be easily or suddenly 
removed. 
Yet while it continue?, it is a 


blot on our national character, and every 
real lover of freedom confidently hopes that 
it will be effectually, though it must bo 
gradually, wiped away, and earnestly looks 
for the means by which this necessary ob- 
ject may be best attained. 
And until it 


shall he accomplished, until the time shall 
come when we can point without a blush to 
the language held in tha Declaration of In 
dependence, every friend of humanity will 
seek to lighten the gtiling chain of slavery, 
and better, to the utmost of his power, the 
wretched condition ol the slave."

Seward made a 
short speech in Boston, he being then on 
bin return from Maine. The following is 
the conclusion of his remarks at Boston : 


*'I deaire now only to say to you that you 


have arrived at lbc> last stage of this con- 
flict before you reach the triumph [cheers] 
which is to inaugurate this great policy into 
tho government of tbe 
United Statei. 


[Great cheering.] You will hear yourselves 
manfully. 
It behooves you, solid men of 


Boston—if you are here—ami if you are 
not here, then the lighter men—all the men 
of Massachusetts—to bear onward and for- 
ward first in Ihe ranks ibo Hag of freedom. 
I am sompwhat turned about, I eonfess to 
yon, 
by the strange tongues and dialects 


which I hear, but I believe that. I shall 
speak correctly if I say that I have been 
down East; and I bring the assurances 
from that quarter that the whole East 
coming to this conflict with the resolution, 
the determination and the confidence of 
victory. [Applauso.] I have heard some 
democrats make strong claims upon a pop 
ulnr vote in tbe state of New York. I have 
not often been mistaken, but I will venture 
to correct these remarks, which, of course, 
are made in ignorance of the tnith, by say 
ing to you what I said to the republicans of 
Maine, when they told me that it was mod 
erate in them to say that they would have 
20,000 majority for* Lincoln nnd Hamlin, 
that if yon set their majority at tbeir own 
figures, and then multiply it by four, you 
will approximate to the majority in the Mate 
of Now York. [Great cheering.] 
I have 


this same testimony to give you .substanti- 
ally iu relation to all Iho free states, togeth 
er with tho assurance that for tbe first time 
this banner will be unfurled with slavery in 
many of tho slave states. [Applauso] 
But let not your thoughts or expectations be 
confined to tbe present hour. Tell your 
fellow citizens that with this victory comes 
the end of the power of slavery in the 
country, I think I may assume that a dem- 
ocrat is a mai. who maintains the creed of 
one or the other of the branches of tbo 
democratic party at the present dav, and 
assuming that to be so, 1 tell you that the 
last democrat in the United States is already 
born." 
[Great cheering and laughter.] 


CHICAOO & NORTHWESTERN RAILROAD.— 


At a recent meeting of the bondholders ol 
this road, held in New York, it was voted 
to authorize the company to carry out the 
proposed arrangements for extending the 
road from Oahkosb.—its present terminus 
—to Appleton, a distance of twenty-three 
miles. 
.The cost of this extension will be 


$250,000, and the citizens of Appleton con 
tribute a portion of the expense, taking 
stock in payment. W. B. Ogden, president 
of the road, stated that tbe wheat land 
along the line of the road, this year, yield 
ud 35 to 40 bushels to the acre, and of a 
very superior quality. 
The crop ia very 


large, and field hands getting $2,50 per 
day, and were scarce at that. To do th« 
business of the road this tall, the company 
would have to run freight trains at night, 
loading and unloading by day. 
The equip- 


ment of the road has been doubled, but 
even now will scarcely do the work requir- 
ed. Mr. Ogden denied the truth of the 
statement that the road had been carrying 
freight without profit.—Chicago Demwrat.

Maryland, August, 1818,Rey. Jacob Gruber, 
a Methodist minister, preaching a remarka- 
lie sermon exposing the) evils of slavery. 
?or this he was tried on the charge of in- 
citing insurrection and acquitted. 
Mr. 


Taney, now Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, was attorney for Mr. 
3ruber, and iu the course of his speech 
said : 
" There is no law that forbids us to speak 


of slavery as we think of it. Any man has 
a right to publish his opinion on that sub- 
eet whenever he pleases. It is a subject 
if national concern, and may at all times 
ae freely discussed. 
Mr. Gruber did cjuote 


the language of our great act of national 
independence, and insisted on the princi- 
ples contained in that venerated instrument. 
He did rebuke those masters who, in the 
exercise of power, are deaf to the culls ol 
humanity; and ho warned them of the evils 
they might bring upon themselves. 
He 


did speak with abhorrence of those reptiles 
who live by trading in human flesh, and en- 
rich themselves by tearing the husband from 
the wife, the infant from the bosom of the 
mother j and this, I am instructed, was the 
head aud front of his offending. Shall I 
content myself with saying that he had ft 
right to this ? there is no law to punish him? 
So far is he from being Ihe abject of pun 
ishment In any form of proceeding, that we 
arc prepared to maintain the same priuci 
pies, aud to use, if necessary, tho same Ian 
guage hero in the temple of justice, and in 
presence of those who are the ministers o 
tho law. A hard necessity, indeed, compels 
us to endure the evil of slavery for a lime 
It was imposed upon us by another nation; 
while we were yet in a state of colouin 
vassalage.
